In a normal subdivision 
program it would be reason. 
able to set aside a date for 
the end of the scheme and 
sale of land, but more {ntan- 
gibie factors here present 
make this difficult, 

Parliamentary action for 
disposal of the Crown land 
will take its due course. The 
main drain (or boat harbour) 
through the estate, plus any 
other necessary drainage 
-works, land filling and the 








water supply from Laverton 
are necessary as well as the 
normal subdivisional require. 
ments of the area, Some ac- 
tivities of course will be con- 
current with others, 

An estimate of a practicable 
time table is essential in the 
interests of. prospective home

“Time like an ever-rolling 
stream bears all its sons 
away, . . 2” ‘ 

and Altona lost another of 
its old identities with the 
death of Sidney H. Scott, aged 
79 years, at the Royal Mel. 
bourne Hospital on Monday, 
June 20, 1966, 

This fine old man identi- 
fied himself with Altona in 
1930 when he and his wife 
opened a newsagency and sta- 
tionery shop at the corner of 
Pier and Blyth Streets. This 
corner is now occupied by 2 
fruiterer, Sidney Scott’s love 
for children and his public re- 
lationship with adults made 
bfs business a happy and suc. 
cessful one, 

From approximately 1932 
until 1966 he rendered faithful 
service as a Justice of the 
Peace, 

During 1932, the first meet. 
ing for the formation of the 
Altona Methodist Church was 
held in his home and in 1935

Dear Sir, 


I read a letter contributed 
by Mr John Hartley and pub- 
shed in your newspaper on 
June % 1966, 


I subsequently sought infor- 
mation from the Shire Ofice— 
whch any ratepayer may ob- 
tain—to answer the economic 
discoure of Mr John Hartley. 
I have been informed that the 
Civic Halli has been used on 
46 different occasions by com- 
mercial undertakings, namely: 
Sunday nights: Three times; 
Monday nights: Three times; 
Tuesday nights: Five times; 
Wednesday nights: four times; 
Thursday nights: Three times; 
Friday. nights: Six times; and 
Saturday nights: Twenty-two 
times during a period of 365 
days of the year (figures 
based on bookings since June 
1965 to June 1966). During 
this same period the Altona 
Council has used the Civic 
Hall on 14 nights for various 
functions and'11 days for the 
purposes of immunisation and 
vaccination. The Altona Film 
Society has used the Civic 
Hall on one Thursday and 
three Friday nights. It has 
booked the hall for a further 
three Friday nights, 

From the above information 
it appears that the Civic Hall 
is ‘not a profitable business 


venture, Nevertheless I am 
grateful to Mr Hartley in 
pointing out the economic 


potentials of the Civic Hall. 
After all, ‘. only one 
fellow in ten thousand under- 
stands the currency question, 
and we meet him every day” 
(Frank McKinney Hubbard). 

I believe that no Town Hall 
in Victoria has made a profit 
during the year, Perhaps a 
more real question to ask is 
whether the Civic Hall was 
ever designed to make a hand- 
some return on the money in- 
vested by the Altona Council 
in building it? I believe that 
the Civic Hall is first and 
foremost a benefit to the rate- 
payers and provided it is 
used for such benefit then the 
purpose has been accomplished 
and the ratepayers have bene. 
fitted, * ' 

I disagree with Mr John 
Hartley’s laissez-faire attitude 
expressed as, “. ._ the 
cost in money is immaterial as 
long as the cultural activities 
of the Shire are promoted,’ 
I believe that the costs are 
particularly material, Cul- 
ture is not a commodity one 
buys nor is it evaluated in 
terms of the money spent, It 
is a gradual awakening of-the 
inner spirit of humanity to ap- 
preciate the best: in various art’ 
forms, It is only by intelli. 
gent use of funds and public 
education that one hopes cul-: 
tural activities will be spon- 
sored in Altona, 

As for the assurance that 
Mr Hartley seeks I refer him 
to the very full and generous 
report published jn the ‘Al. 
tona Star’ on December 9, 
1985, when the whole question 
of council assistance was veted 
and to the recently published 
report on May 26, 1966. I 
point out that a seminar was 
held on February 24, 1966, at 
the Civic Hall to which mem- 
bers of the public were invi- 
ted on the question, ‘“How 
can the Altona Shire Council 
assist in the Cultural Devel- 
opment of the Community?” 
Mr John Hartley did not at- 
tend, It is possible Mr Hart- 
ley adheres to what Aphra 
Behn satirised, “. . , he 
that will live in this world 
-must be endowed with the 
three rare qualities of dis- 
simulation, equivocation and 
mental reservation. . . .” 

The Altona Council has 
adopted a policy of assisting 
cultural organisations that 
register with it by the provi- 
sion of a yearly subsidy and 
the use ef municipal buildings. 
It is implicit in the reports 
published in the “Altona Star’’ 
that every registered cultural 
organisation has equal oppor- 
tunity in availing itself of the 
benefits offered, Each organi- 
sation will be assisted, When 
particular submissions are 
made to the council for extra- 
ordinary benefits these will be 
considered and the council in 
its discretion will decide on 
the merits of the case. 

“I express my sincere grati- 
tude to the “Altona Star” for 
the full coverage it has given 
to cultural activities in Altona,

rity of Mr Ronald Winder, 
Building Inspector,” 

Publication of the council 
resolution would be greatly 
appreciated by the Association 
which feels that Mr Winder is 
entitled to have his reputation 
as a municipal officer freed 
from any suggestion of im. 
propiety and that it can be 
publicly known that examina- 
tion of his conduct can stand

Let me make it clear that
